for t[ie Samvat Y^ear 1996 * 

( October 1939 to September 1940 . ) 


General and Political. 

The area of the state including the 8 fiefs known as Kotris, is 5fi84 
square miles and the population according to the Census of 1931 is 6,85,804 
consisting of 3,55,056 males and 3,30,748 females, of which 6,29,416 
are Hindus, 47,068 Musalmans, 5,194 Jains, 9,223 Animists and 1,203 of 
other religions. The gross revenue of the State calculated on the average 
of the last five years is Rs, 49,11,772{-. A tribute of Rs 2,28, 920f- is paid 
to the British Government. A sum of Rs. 14,397 flSj- (local Jaipur Coin) 
is paid as tribute through the state by the 8 Kotries which are under the 
suzerainty or administrative control of the Kotah Darbar and form part 
of the Kotah State. A sum of Rs, 8661121’ is received from Khilchipur 
State on account of “ Huzzatwasul ’* or “ Karar Dad ” and a sim of 
Rs, 9021214 on account of Tanka from Rajgarh State. 

Hadas and Hadoti. 

Kotah is a Chauhan Hada State and occupies an important position 
m the Hadoti or Hadawati, the land of the Hadas. 

The Ghauhans are one of the most illustrious of the 36 royal races of 
India, and among their 24 Shakhas {Branches), the Hadas are the most 
important. They trace their descent from the Ghauhans of Bambauda, 
who were an offshoot of the Imperial Ghatthans of Ajmer. Rao Dewa, 
one of the descendants of the Bambauda line of rulers founded the town of 
Bundi in 1342 in the Bando pass, 

Kotah came into existence as a separate state about 1676 ( Vikram 
Era ) under Madho Singhji, the second son of Rao Ratan of Bundi. 
Madho Singhji obtained this royal favour in return for the good services 
he had rendered in the campaign which forced the Imperial Prince ( after- 
xoards the Emperor Shah Jahan) to fixe from Burhanpur. Bhim Singhji, 
the sixth ruler of Kotah, who reigned from Samvat 1764 to 1778 consider- 
ably extended the boundaries of the State andivas the first chief ioho assumed 
the title of Maharao with the rank of ( Puni Hazari ) conferred on him bv 
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Zalim Singh, made the first treaty in Rajputana loith the British Govern- 
ment on behalf of Kotah and succeeded in getting a supplementary article 
added to the said Treaty by ivhich the administration of the State was to 
be vested in Zalim Singh and his heirs and successors as hereditary Deivans. 
When, however, Maharao Ram Singhji succeeded his uncle, Kishor Singhji, 
in A. D. 1828, disputes arose between him and his then minister, { Dewan) 
Madan Singh, the grandson of Zalim Singh, and in the year 18S8 A. D. 
the Government of India, seeing that arrangement of hereditary ministry 
xoas no more workable, decided to separate 17 districts from the Kotah 
State to be formed into a new principality , named Jhalawar, which was 
bestowed on Raj Rana Madan Singh, his heirs and successors. 

The present Maharao Sahib Bahadur His Highness 
Colonel Sir Unied Singhji II G.O.S.I., 0,0 1. H , G.B.H , LL.D loho 
was born on the 15th September, 1873, and succeeded to the Gadi 
by adoption, in the year 1889 A. D. on the death of Maharao Shri 
Shatrusalji, is the Seventeenth Ruling Prince of his family and is in his 
67th year. On the death of his first wife, the eldest daughter of His 
Highness the Maharana Sahib of Udaipur, the head of Shisodias, His 
Highness married the daughter of His Highness the Maharao Sahib of 
Kutch, of the Jarecha clan of Rajputs, She also died on the 17th July 
1933. During her life time His Highness was married to the present 
Maharani Sahiba, sister of the Thahur of Isarda, a Kachhwaha Jagirdar 
of Jaipur. She is the mother of Maharaj Kumar Shri Bhim Singhji 
Sahib Bahadur, born on the lith September 1909, 

Under the benign rule of His Highness the present ruler, the State 
has made considerable ptrogress. In the year 1899, 15 out of the 17 
districts which had been separated to form the pi'inoipality of Jhalawar 
were restored to Kotah. Roads and communications have been vastly im- 
giroved and extended. The G.I.P Railway Branch from Ooona via, Baran 
joins at Kotah the main line of the B. B. & C. I. Raihvay. British 
coins and weights have been introduced. Postal unity was introduced 
loith the Post Offices in British India. A revised Land Revenue Settle- 
ment has been made. All departments have been reorganised and strength- 
ened, Dispensaries have hem opened all over the State, and education has 
made and continues to make satisfactory advancement. Among the 
numerous Raj buildings round about the city of Kotah, the Umed 
Bhawan Palace, is a building of remarkable beauty. Among other public 
works of special importance, are the liaj Bhawan, Guest House, the 
Crosthwaite Institute, the Military lines, the Herbert College, the 
Raghunath Hostel, the Power House and the Water Works outside the 
city wall ; while within it are the Wyllie Memorial, Her Highness Shri 
Maharani ji Sahiba’ s Gh'ls School and the City Hospital in the Rampura 
Bazar, all having sprung up during the rule of the present Maharao Sahib 
Bahadur,

29. Expenditure : — Owing to delay in obtaining permission from 
Government o£ India for raising one Squadron o£ Cavalry and one section 
of Transport, expenditure amounted to Rs, 4,52,525/2/- only against the 
budget provision of Rs. 6,09,803/-. Saving thus caused was utilised for 
building S. Os., 1. Os. quarters, married lines and barracks. 

Police Department. 

30. The charge of the Department was held throughout the year by 
Babu Ram Dasji Baijal except for a period of 12 days, when he was on 
leave and Babu Tulsi Ram]’! officiated for him. 

The Inspector General of Police was on tour for 104 days during 
which period he inspected all the Police Stations, the Nizamat Guards, the 
offices of the two Superintendents and two Court Sub-inspectors as also 
Police Lines at Aklera and 80 outposts. Surprise visits were also paid to 
14 Police Stations. 

31. Political activities : — The Kotah Congress Committee conti- 
nued to function during the year without attracting much public attention. 
There has not been any appreciable increase in the number of its member- 
ship. The Gandhi Jayanti, the Independence Day and the Jalianwala 
Day were celebrated by the Committee, but with little response from the 
public. The Congress Committee at Ramganj Mandi is mostly a students’ 
affair with little influence on the public. 

The Fifth Annual Session of the organisation known as the Kotah 
Rajya Praja Mandal was held on the 21st, 22nd, 23rd June, 1940, at 
Kotah, with Abhinna Hari in the chair. Vijaya Singh Pathik, Shiv 
Sbanker Raval, Rishi Dutt Mehta, and Parmeshar Dayal Vidyarthi came 
from outside and made speeches. A number of resolutions, chiefly relating 
to matters Revenue, financial and political were passed. 

32. Police Training School : — Pandit Parmanand Sharma B. A., 
LL, B., acted as law Instructor during the year under report. 

Five Cadets appeared in the Annual Examination from the Upper 
Class, and all of them, except one who was a private candidate, came out 
successful. From the Lower Class ten cadets appeared and all passed. 
Thus the result of the School was cent, per cent. Five cadets from the 
Datia State were admitted to the Upper Class and are still under training. 

33. Chanda Fund : — The total deposits in the officers’ Chanda 
Fund on the 30th of September were Rs. ‘20,476/13/9 and those in the 
Kat Zamanat Loan fund, were Rs. 1,40,416/2/-. 
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, 34. _ First Aid to the fnjured ; — Ten Cadets from the Police Train- 
ing School appeared for the Examination of First Aid to the Injured of 
whom 8 passed. 

35. , Details of Crimes : — This year 1,952 cognisable offences were 
registered as against 1,562 of the last year. Of these 1,952 cases, 170 
were,, on investigation, found to be false and were expunged. The in- 
crease in the number of crimes, the Inspector General of Police reports, is 
due to the scarcity conditions prevailing within and without the State and 
the influx from outside of about 80,000 famine-striken people, who are 
responsible for about 200 crimes.

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37. Dacoiiies : — This year 9 dacoifcies were registered as against 7 
during the preceding year. The loss of property involved was Rs. 1148/14/-. 
Of the 4 persons who have been so far arrested, 3 are standing trial and for 
one extradition proceedings are in progress with the. Gwalior Darbar. 

Earn Singh and Ganga Earn Gujars who have been standing trials in 
connection with two old dacoities have been discharged in one case and 
convicted in the other. Earn Singh has been convicted for two other 
dacoities also. 

38. Robbery : — 24 cases of robbery were reported this year as 
against 17 during the last year. Of these, 6 cases were challaned, 3 of 
which resulted in acquittal or discharge, and 3 remained pending at the end 
of the year. 1 1 cases remained untraced and final reports were accepted 
for .want of evidences in 6 cases. One case is still under investigation. 
The number of accused persons challaned was 12 of whom 4 were acquitted 
or discharged and 8 were standing trial at the end of the year. The total 
loss of property was worth Rs. 1,206/5/6, of which property worth 
Rs. 607/- has been recovered. Of these robberies - Sadar Division is res- 
ponsible for 14, Baran for 4, and Akkra for 7.

39, Murder i— 9 cases of murder as against 9 of last year were 
reported during the year under review. Of these, one case was found to 
be a case of suicide and one remained untraced Of the 5 cases challaned, 
two resulted in conviction, one in acquittal and 2 remained pending at the 
end of the year. In 2 cases final reports were accepted for want of evidence. 
Of the 10 persons who were challaned, 4 were convicted, 4 acquitted and 2 
are standing trial. 

40, Culpable homicide not amounting to murder : — 8 cases under 

this head, as against 7 during the last year, were registered during the year 
under report. Of these, 6 were challaned while 2 remained untraced. Of 
the 6 cases challaned, one resulted in conviction, 2 in acquittal in one final 
report was submitted for want of evidence and 2 are pending' trial. 

41, Attempt to murder : — 3 cases of attempt to murder as against 

4 in the last year were registered during the year. Of these two were 
challaned and one remained untraced. Of the 2 cases challaned, one resulted 
in conviction and one in acquittal. Of the 2 persons sent up for trial, 
one was convicted and the other acquitted. 

42. Cattle-theft : — 255 cases of cattle theft were registered during 

the year under report as against 182 in the last year. Of these, 21 were 
expunged as false, 72 challaned, and 104 remained untraced. Final report 
for want of evidence was submitted in 25. No investigation was under- 
taken in 2 at the instance of the complainant, and 31 are pending investi- 
gation at the close of the year. Of the 72 cases challaned, 39 resulted in 
conviction, 18 in acquittal or discharge and 15 remained pending at the end 



of the year; In these cases 97 persons were sent up for trial, while 6 were 
dealt with under section Criminal Procedure Code. 1,002 cattle valuing at 
Rs. 13,924/3/6 as against 888 valuing at Rs. 15,233/8/- were stolen. Of 
these, 538 cattle valuing at Rs. 12,102/14/6 have been recovered. 

43. Theft and house breaking : — During the year under report, 
the number of cases reported under this head was 1,029 as against 747 
during the preceding year. Of these, 383 cases were challaned. Pinal 
reports for want of evidence were submitted in 147 cases. 79 cases were 
expunged as false and 351 remained as untraced. No investigation was 
undertaken in 35 cases at the instance of the complainant, and 35 are pend- 
ing investigation. The total number of accused challaned was 557, of 
whom 218 were convicted, 192 acquitted or discharged and 67 are standing 
trial. The total amount of property stolen in all the above cases was 
valued at Rs. 42,254/15/6, out of which property worth only Rs. 15,422/ 
11/6 was recovered, which is not evey satisfactoy. 

44. Escape frame Custody : — 5 cases as against 4 in the last year 

were registered under this heading. 4 accused persons were challaned of 
whom 3 were convicted. One was given the benefit of section 83 I. P, C. 
and one case was dealt with under section 5 1 2 Or. P. 0, 

45. Police-Torture : — No case was registered under this bead dur- 
ing the year. 

46. Properly stolen and recovered J — The total value of property 
stolen in all the offences is Rs. 67,362/6/3, out of which property worth 
Rs. 29,721/8/- has been recovered. The Inspector General of Police re- 
ports that the value of stolen property, not withstanding a bad year, is 
less than the value of stolen property during the last year. This is true 
so far as it goes, but the fact that not even 50 per cent, of the property 
stolen has been recovered is can hardly be a matter of credit for the Police. 

47. Criminal Investigation : — The Inspector General of Police re- 
ports that the C, I. D. worked promptly and satisfactorily in all cases en- 
trusted to them. 

, 48. Prosecution The prosecution work was under Pandit Vishnu 
Datt M. A., LL.

58. The charge of the department was held by Rai Bahadur Ram 
Babuji Saksena, M. A,, LLi, B,, U. P. C. S., till the Slst October, 1939, 
when he was appointed Member, Mahakma Khas, and Rai Sahib Lala 
Daya Krishnaji, M. A., LL. B., Director of Education and Principal, 
Herbert College, Kotah, succeeded him by order of Mahakma Khas, dated the 
3 1st October, 1939. He has held charge of the department to the end of 
the year under report. 

59. Pandit Ram Gopalji Sharma, M. A., LL. B., Registrar, High Court, 
and Kanwar Gajendra Singhji, B. A., LL, B. (Cantab.), Sub-J udge, Kotah 
were confirmed on the Slst January,' 1940. Kanwar Ajit Singhji, B. A., 
LL. B., District and Sessions Judge, Kotah, was also confirmed and given 
an increment of Rs. 100/* p. m. with effect from the 23rd May, 1940., 

60. To lighten work in the courts of the District Magistrate, and Sub- 
Judge, Kotah, a new court of Honorary Munsifs and Magistrates II class 
was established consisting of 5 officers, 4 of whom will work by rotation 
for 3 months each and the fifth will form the reserve. Munshi Param 
Sukhji and Pandit Ladli Lalji were appointed to work in this court. The 
two remaining vacancies could not be filled up for want of suitable men. 
The number of Honorary Munsifs and Magistrates Srd class was reduced 
from 8 to five, 4 of whom will work for 3 months each by rotation and one 
will form a reserve for emergencies.

79. 30 appeals and 35 applications for revision were filed in the 
High Court during the year under report. The last year’s balance was 1 2 
appeals and 7 applications for revision. OE these, 39 appeals and 38, 
applications for revisions were disposed of, leaving a balance of 3 and 4 
respectively as against 12 and 7 in ,1938-39.

He was appointed Census Superintendent with effect 
from January, 1940, in addition to his own work, 

86. Inspectionx — The District and Sessions Judge, Kotah, inspected 
the District Magistrate and Sub* Judge’s Court at Baran and Aklera in the 
month of January arid February, 1940, The District Magistrate, Kotah, 
inspected the judicial work of 4 Nizamats and the District Magistrate and 
Sub'Judge, Baran inspected the judicial work of 7 Nizamats, while the 
District Magistrate and Sub* Judge, Aklera, inspected the judicial work of 
4 Nizamats, 

87. Legal Practitioners ; — The number of Legal practitioners in 
the State at the beginning of the year under report was 66. Of these, 47 
were enrolled as pleaders and 19 as Mukhtars.

The work of 
the staff was on the whole good.

Prisons. 

90. Kanwar Ajit Singh Ji, B. A., LL. B. District and Sessions 
Judge, held charge of the department throughout the year, 

91. At the beginning of the year there were 300 prisoners. 941 
prisoners were admitted during the year. Out of the total number of 
1,241, 940 prisoners were discharged, and four convicts died in Jail, leaving 
297 prisoners at the end of the year. The daily average of the prisoners 
was 298.84 as compared with 297.81 in the last year. 

92. Discipline among the prisoners continued to be satisfactory and 
there was no escape. No epidemic prevailed in the Jail during the year. 

93. The work of extension and alterations of the Lunatic Ward is 
being done, the completion of which is expected shortly. 

94. The reputation of the Jail industry was maintained as usual. 

95. The profit from the Jail industries amounted to Rs. 6,000/- 
which is equal to that of last year. 

96. The vegetables grown in the garden attached to the Jail yielded a 
sum of Rs. l, 463/1 1/-. After supplying the needs of the prisoners vege- 
tables were sold in the market. Small plants for gardening were also sold. 

97. Last year an attempt was made to start two classes to give Hindi 
Primary Education to the prisoners and it has proved successful. This 
year some Hindi books have been purchased for the use of the prisoners. 

98. 22 prisoners were released on the auspicious occasion of His 
Highness’s birthday, and 16 on that of Shri Maharaj Kumar Sahib. 

99. The Jail staff is reported to be working satisfactorily.

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Weather and Crop. 

100. The rains commenced in the first week of June and after a few 
days’ interval started again. They were spread more or less over all parts 
of the State in the second and third week of July. As there was scanty 
and unevenly distributed rainfall in the Maidani Division, the winter crop 
withered away, and the Summer crop also was adversely affected. Due to 
heavy rains in August in the Malwa Division, the maize and jowar crop 
was damaged to a certain extent, 

101. The maximum and minimuha rainfall was 51 inches 74 cents at 
Chhipabarod and 12 inches 36 cents at Mangrol respectively. 

102. , Due to lack of rain the Rabi crop in the Maidani Division, 
especially in Mangrol and Itawa, was hardly sown ; but the standing crop 
in January benefited by the winter rains in January. 

Revenue Department. 

103. The charge of the department was held by Pandit Duni Chandji 
throughout the year. Maharaja Amar Singhji and Munshi Hari Shankerji, 
Assistant Revenue Commissioners, were retired due to superannuation and 
.Pandit Maharaj Singhji and Babu Ghanshyam Dassji, B. Ag., were appoin- 
ted in their places. The division of Sangod was amalgamated to the division 
of Baran. 

104. The Revenue Commissioner was out on tour for 100 days and 
inspected the work of Revenue, Customs, Co-operative Societies and Veteri- 
nary Departments and Village Panchayats and also supervised the Famine 
Relief Works. The Assistant Revenue Commissioners of Ladpura, Aklera 
and Baran toured for 86,167 and 214 days respectively. 

1 05. The total area recorded in the cultivators’ kbatas during the year 
under report was 28,64,058 bighas as against 28,38,421 bighas in the last 
year. Out of these 28,64,058 bighas, 43,573 bighas of land remained 
unploughed or unsown due to deficient rainfall. 

106. The area under Kharif crops was 54.73% and under Rabi crops 
45.27%. The rabi area during the year under report was 1,94,974 bighas 
less than that in the previous year which is due to deficient rainfall. Prom 
an agricultural point of view the year was unsatisfactory, due to scanty rains. 
The area under wheat and linseed fell by 23 and 29 per cent respectively. 
The area under sugarcane was 7,724 bighas as against 5,970 bighas 
in the previous year. Besides, the summer crops in the Nizamats of 
Ladpura, Manoharthana, Chhipabarod and Khanpur were damaged by haUs. 
To afford relief to the peasantry. His Highness was pleased to’grant remis- 
sions of land revenue amounting to Rs. 10,40,835/- which is over and above 
the permanent remission of Rs, 2,79,116/- granted on the occasion of the 
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Birthday announcement o£ last year. ..Thus ihertotal remissions this year 
amounted to over 13 lacs of rupees.

108. The sum of Rs. 2,35,096/- was advanced as Takavi loan during 
the year under report. The amount of’ loan outstanding at the end' of the 
last year was Rs. 3,21,382/-, Thus the total amount of Takavi loan during 
the year under report came to Rs. 5,57,288/-. Out of this amount a sum 
of Rs. 1,16,870/- Avas realised during the year leaving . a balance of 
Rs. 4,40,418/- at the end of the year as against Rs. 3,21,383/- during’ the 
preceding year. Of the loan advanced 52% was given for purchase of 
bullocks and the rest for other agricultural purposes. 

109. There were 31 Village Panchayats working at the . end of the 
year. The total funds of the panchayats at the beginning of the year were 
Rs. 14,064/-/6 and at the close of the year Rs. 15,673/9/-. 

110. The number of estates managed by the Court of Wards under 
the Revenue department was 36 at the beginning of the year. The Court 
of Wards’ administration was withdrawn in case of 4, while 7 were brought 
under it . Thus there were 39 estates managed by the Court of Wards at 
end of the year. 

111. Out of the income from the Village Uplift fund which was consti- 
tuted last year, a sum of Rs. 28,774/13/- was spent on various agricultural 
and uplift works during the year under report. 

112 At the close of the preceding year there were .9 Veterinary dis- 
pensaries. One more dispensary was opened this year at Ghatoli .in ..the 
Nizamat of Aklera, Of these 10 dispensaries, 6 are- under Veterinary 
assistants and 4 under compounders. The total number of cattle treated in 
all these dispensaries was 77,500 as compared with 86,649 in the preceding 
year.

113. The Nothern and Eastern Nizamats of the State were hit hard 
by famine and to afford relief to the famine-stricken people an amount of 
Rs. 4j23,524/:. was sanctioned for relief works. Besides, State grain shops 

-.were started in the famine-affected areas'for the sale of grains at 'fixed and 
cheaper rates. ' 

114. The two village preachers worked under the Revenue Depart- 
ment for 3. months during the year under report and then they were trans- 
ferred to the. Co-operative Department. 

Customs and excise department.. 

115. Babu Kaushal Kishorji Bhargava B. A., held charge of the 
department throughout the year except for 16 days when he was on leave 
and his Assistant Thakur Churaman Singhji officiated for him. 

116. The total receipts ( including those of Excise) amounted to 
Rs. 8,57,573/12/- as against Rs, 7,57,019/1/9 during the preceding year, 
The Superintendent reports that the decrease is due to 

( 1 ) last years’ receipts being included 2 years’ income from 
Match excise duty and profits from opium and hemp drugs ;

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119, 34,166 heads of cattle of the value of Rs. 5,00,237/12/6 were 
sold free of Mapa duty This is the second year of the ‘Dashera Gattle 
Fair, where 2,505 heads of cattle of the value of Rs. 27,021/14/- were 
sold free of Mapa duty. 

120, Ginning Factories and Cotton Press : — 7 Ginning Factories 

and one Cotton Press worked during the year. The amount of royalty 
realised from the ginning factories amounted to Rs. 1975/-/9 as against 
Rs. 624/7/- during the preceding year. The increase in royalty is due to 
increase in the production of cotton. The quantity of cotton ginned was 
20,769 maunds as against 9,990 maunds in the preceding year. At the 
Ramganj Mandi Cotton Press 867 bales were pressed and a sum of 
Rs. 283/8/- was realised as royalty.

37 maunds and 20 seers, of opium was purchased during the year from the 
godown for local consumption. , 2 seers 7 chhataks and 1^ tolas of opium 
increased at . the time of reweighing during the year. Out of the total quan- 
tity of 57 maunds 8 seers 6 chhataks and 4^ tolas, 43 maunds 11 seers and 
2 chhataks was sold out. Deducting the wastage, the balance at the close 
of the year in the stock was about 13 maunds and 27 seers.

135. The quantity of opium including Kath, belonging to the 4 
wholesale dealers in stock in the Raj Godown at the beginning of the year 
was 324 maunds 16 seers and 6 chhataks, while at the close of the year it 
was 50 maunds and 2 seers. 

136. At the beginning of the year the stock belonging to the State 
in the Godown consisted of 27,530 bags of opium. 6,142 bags were pre- 
pared during the year. Out of these, 6,323 bags were accounted for and 
the balance at the end of the year was 27,341 bags. 

137. The total quantity of opium manufactured was a little over 1-,1 14 
maunds.

Mr. Nandan Bhargava was appointed 
a probationary assistant after completing his training at the Forest Institute, 
Dehradun. 

148. The budgeted expenditure of the department for the year under 
report was Rs. 73,681/- while the actual expenditure was Rs. 70,743/12/-.' 
The total income from the State Forest amounted to Rs. 2,01,159/6/9 as 
against Rs. 1,60,294/15/6 in the preceding year. The increase mainly 
pertains to the grazing fees realised for cattle which migrated to this State 
from the famine stricken areas of other States. 

149. Out of Rs. 60,773/0/3 for which contracts for certain forest 
products were given, a sum of Rs. 57,266/1/6 was realised, thus leaving a 
balance of Rs, 3,533/15/9. 
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150. The arrears at the commencement of the year under report were 

Rs. 9,638/14/6, out of which a sum of Rs, 6,494/9/3 only could be collected.. 
Thus the outstanding balance at the end of the year was Rs. 3,144/6/3 and 
the total balance was Rs. 6,678/6/-. . . 

151. The income from the manufacture of catechu was Rs. 24,107/15/3

State quarries which are leased out on 
contract was Rs. 174,109/10/- as compared with Rs. 1,91,309/7/9 in the 
preceding year. The decrease is due to the fact that the preceding year’s 
income included the collection of the past arrears. 

Bagar Ghas. 

158. The stock of grass in the State at the commencement of the 
year was 5,466 maunds and 2,15,263 maunds of grass of the value of 
Rs. 47,458/2/9 were piwchased during the year under report Out of this, 
2,11,902 maunds of grass were sold and 3,532 maunds were written off, 
leaving a balance of 6,353 maunds. The net profit under this head during 
the year amounted to Rs 17386/13/3.

163. To help the Kotris which have been experiencing acute scarcity 
conditions for the last two or three years the State further advanced to them 
at their earnest request a sum of Rs. 2,94,043/-. 

164. A sum of Rs. 4,23,769/- was sanctioned for famine relief works 
in the Kotah State, but the actual expenditure was Rs. 2,80,903/.

180. Students : — The total number of students in all the Anglo- 
Vernacular institutions at the end of the session was 1,785 as against 1,673 
in the preceding year, and the average daily attendance was 1,612. The 
number of girls reading in the College at the end of the year was 5. 

181. Examination Result ; — 36 candidates w'ere sent up from the 

Herbert College, Kotah, for the Intermediate Examination of the Ajmer 
Board, of whom 29 passed —3 in the Ist division, 15 in the 2nd division 
and the rest in the 3rd. The pass percentage was 80,6 as against 86.9,6 in 
the preceding year. Of the passed candidates, 2 got distinction in Mathe- 
matics and 1 in Sanskrit and Hindi. 

182. For the High School Examination of the Board 108 boys 
were sent up 82 from the Herbert College, Kotah, and 26 from the High 
School, Baran. Of these 106 boys, 87 came out successful - 62 from the 
Herbert College, Kotah, and 25 from the High School, Baran. The pass 
percentage of the Herbert College, Kotah, and the High School, Baran, 
was 75.6 and 95,15 as against 63.1 and 93.75 respectively in the last year. 
The Director of Education reports that the position of the Herbert College 
was let in Intermediate Examination and 2nd in the. High School Exa- 
mination, while the position of the High School, Baran, was First in the 
Rajputana Board.

185. To train students in tbe art of speaking, the Herbert College 
held 4 debates, Baran High School one, and City Middle 4, The City 
High School and the B. C. C. School, Kotah, sent all their students out 
on Geographical excursions.

263. This year too, like the previous year, 25% remission was 
granted in the Octroi and Dharmada taxes levied on the goods imported 
in the Dashera Pair, and 50% remission was granted in the rent charged 
on plots for. stalls therein. 


Sanitation. 

264. The following improvements were made during the year under 
report in the sanitation of the City : — 

Necessary repairs were made to the public latrines apd public urinals 
were washed with tar. 

Thirty-six private latrines were constructed, and 66 repaired by the 
public, and 27 were repaired by the Municipality at the owners’ cost. 

Eighty-six house-drains were repaired by the public and 22 by the 
Municipality at the expense of the owners. 

Six sites were cleared by the public and 4 by the Municipality and 
expenses were realized from the owners. 

Portions of five old and tottering houses declared to be dangerous to 
public safety were demolished.

266. During the year under report 25 new lanterns were pro%dded 
in different streets. 


Libraries and Night Schools. 

267. The Public Library and Jain Library were given a grant of 
Rs. 400/- and Rs. 75/- per annum respectively and the Bhartendu Pust- 
kalaya Kotah was given a grant of Rs. 5/- per month. 

268. The Municipal Adults Night School continued to work under 
the supervision of the Municipality, and the Harijan School was given a 
grant of Rs. 10/- per month. 

Medical Facilities. 

269. The Patanpole and Sharaffa and Jain Aushdhalayas were given 
a grant of Rs. 25/-, 20/- and 20/- respectively per month. The -Municipal 
Hakim also did much useful work. 

Orphanage. 

270. At the end of the year under report there were 3 men, 16 boys, 
8 girls and 2 women in the Orphanage. Boys and girls are given 
training in spare time in making carpets, niwars etc. During the year 
under report doles for maintenance were granted to 3 1 persons for infir- 
mity or old age. 

Bhirnganj Municipality. 

271. The total income of the Board during the year underreport 
was Rs 3,533/5/-, and the expenditure was Rs. 2846/12/9. 

Baran Municipality. 

272. Pandit Triloki Nathji M. A., LL, B., District Magistrate, 
Baran, was Chairman of the Board till the 22nd May, 1940. By order 
of Mahnkma Khas dated the 2lBt May, 1940, the Board was granted the 
right of having an elected Chairman, and Munshi Mubassar, Hussainji was 
elected and took over charge from Pandit Triloki Nathji on the 23rd 
May, 1940. 

273. There were 20 meetings of the Board 4 of which had to be 
adjourned for want of quorum and official business was transacted in the 
remaining 16 meetings. Out of 927 cases, including 399 of the previous 
year, 639 were disposed of during the year under report leaving a balance

MISCELLANEOUS. 

1. KOTEIYAT. 

2. BAGHAT. 
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The Kotriyat Department. 

281. The charge o£ the department was held by Raj Pnrohit Krishna , 
Dattaji throughout the year and Babu Lai Beharilal continued to be the 
Assistant Hakim Kotriyat. 

282. Indergarh : — This Kotri is administered by Maharaj Sumer 
^ Singhji with the assistance of a Kamdar. It owes to the State a debt o£ 

Rs. 3,31,759/14/3. 

283. Khatoli : — This Kotri is managed by Maharaj Balbir Singh Ji 
with the help of a Kamdar. It owes a debt of Rs, 1,10,108/1 to the State. 

284. Gainta : — This Kotri is managed by Maharaj Tejraj Singhji. 
His debts amount to Rs. 83,232/- and the annual instalment has not been 
paid for the last two years. 

285. Pusod : — This Kotri is managed by Thakur Jagatjit Singhji. 
His debts amount to over Rs, 91,000/-, and the annual instalment has not 

been paid for the last two years. 

/ 

286. Antarda : — This Kotri is managed by Maharaj Sangram 
Singhji and owes a debt of over Rs. 35,000/ to the State and the annual 
instalment has not been paid. The Thikana is reported to have granted a 
remission of Rs. 9,100/- in land revenue to its cultivators, 

287. Pipalda : — Thakur Gulab Singhji of this Kotri died on 2 1st. 
March, 1940, and was succeeded by his 6 years old son Thakur Karan 
Singhji who is receiving education at Kotah. The estate was put under 
the management of the Court of Wards. Its debts amount to Rs, 48,000/- 
and it is reported to have granted a remission of about Rs. 14,000/- in land 
revenue to its cultivators. 

288. Karwar : — Thakur Girwar Singhji of this Kotri is yet a 
minor and is receiving education at the Mayo College, Ajmer, where he is 
I’eported to be doing well. The debts of the estate amount to nearly 
Rs. 85,000/- and the annual instalment has not been paid. It has granted 
remission in land revenue to the extent of Rs. 9,000/- to its cultivators. 

289. Balwan : — This estate of Maharaj Partap Singhji is under 
the management of the Court of Wards and Munshi Gopi Lai, a retired 
Nazim, is its Kamdar. Its debts are increasing and now amount to over 
Rs, 91,000/-. The annual instalment has not been paid but a remission of 
over Rs. 11,000/- is reported to have been granted in land revenue to its 
cultivators. . 


State Gardens. 

290. Babu Bal Mukandji Gupta, B. A., held charge of the depart- 
ment throughout the year except for 13 days when he was on privilege 
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leave and Munsbi Mazhar Aliji ofBciated for him. Babu Narendra Kumarji 
M. Sc., was appointed Assistant Superintendent State Gardens on the 
28th March, 1940. 

291. At the beginning of the year the Chhatar Bilas Tank recorded 
a level of 16 feet and 11 inches, and was thus short of water by 2 feet and 
5 inches. It began to overflow on 20th August, 1940, and on the 1st 
October, 1940, the water level was 18 feet and 5^ inches, but on account 
of the 32 big leakages enormous waste of water was caused, 

292. 25,000 Fruit trees and Flowering shrubs were planted at vari- 
ous places in the Chhatar Bilas Garden during the year under report.
